Justice Bernad S. Meyer, in 
a 46-page decision held that 
the first admendment to the 
Constitution does not pro- 
hibit the non-compulsory 
saying of a non-denomina- 
tional prayer. 

The Civil Liberties Union 
protested the reciting of the 
prayer which read: 

Almightly God, we ac- 
knowledge our dependence 
on Thee, and we beg Thy 
blessings upon us, our par- 
ants, our teachers and our 
country.” 





N.Y. Youths Picketing 
Mixed Swimming Fined 

LIBERTY, N. Y. (WNS)—Two 
youthful religious zealots from 
New York were fined $50 each 
this week for picketing kosher 
resorts in this mountain area 
for providing mixed bathing fa- 
cilities to men and women. 

The two were part of a group 
of 50 pickets picked up by state 
troopers while they were demon- 
strating before one of the hotels. 
The charge against them was 
breaking the peace. 

Prior to the demonstration, 
some 500 youths in an Agudah 
camp held a peaceful meeting at 
which the practice of mixed 
swimming facilities was de- 
nounced.

Klutznick, who normally speeks 
freely to reporters, told The 
POST and OPINION, “We met, 
we are continuing to meet, we 
work. That’s all I can say right 
now.”

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Head of Human Relations Commission Admits 
That His Apartment House Does Restrict Jews

CHICAGO — A religious broth- 
erhood leader acknowledged this 
week that the uppercrust sky- 
scraper he lives in is “restricted.” 

“OH, THERE’S nothing in 
writing,” said Augustine J. 
Bowe. 

But “half” the other apartment 
puildings in his lake front neigh- 
borhood are also off limits to 
Jews, he told The POST and 
OPINION. 

BOWE IS chairman of the Chi- 
cago Commission on Human Re- 
lations, a civic group appointed 
by the mayor to fight religious 
and racial discrimination. 

He is also a founder and for- 





mer director of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. 

“YM TOO OLD to move,” said 
Bowe, 67. “But I would if I 
could get my $30,000 back. 

This is what he paid to own 
one of 50 apartments in an 18- 
story co-operative at 1120 N. Lake 
Shore dr. 

THE UNWRITTEN policy 
against Jews is that of the co-op’s 
boarg of directors, and no Jew 
has lived there for 10 years, ac- 
cording to Bowe. 

“T tried to change this when 
I was on the board myself previ- 
cusly. But the other directors 
were against me,” he added.

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Political Views of 1900s Responsible For. 
So Many of the Present Parties in Israel 


By EDWIN SAMUEL, CMG 
This is the first of a series of 
articles on the platforms of the 
political parties in Israel, in an- 
ticipation of the national elec- 
tions to the knesset this Novem- 


ber. 

BEFORE describing the plat- 
forms, however, it might be use- 
ful to explain why there are so

many political parties in Israel, 
instead of two, as in the United 
States. : 

The story begins with the knes- 
set (Israel’s parliament) and the 
method by which its 120 mem- 
bers are elected. 

Elections to the knesset must 
be held at least once every four 
years, but more often if neces- 
sary. 

UNLIKE THE U. S. Congress, 
the knesset can dissolve itself 
any time it is of the opinion that 
there is no possibility of a ruling 
coalition or single party winning 
a majority on an issue. 

Then fresh elections are held. 
Elections, so far, have been held 
in 1949, 1951, ang 1955. 

Why are there so many politi- 
cal parties in Israel? There are 
two reasons. 

The first is that Israel is still 
in process of consolidation: 
meanwhile there are really a 
great many views to be taken 
into consideration. For example, 
on social-economic matters, there 
is the following rainbow pattern, 
starting from the extreme left: 

Communism: Marxism before 
nationalism. 

Mapam: equality of Marxism 
and nationalism. 

Ahdut Ha’avoda: left wing so- 
cialism 
Mapai: right wing socialism. 

Progressives: Liberals. 

General Zionists: Conservatives 

Herut: Ultra-nationalist 

WHEN THE TWO religious 
Parties are in opposition in the 
knesset, they are usually sup- 
ported by Herut, which has a 
large proportion of Oriental 
Orthodox Jews among its sup- 
Porters. But most other parties 
also have a long ‘tail’ of Ortho- 
dox supporters, the proportion 
diminishing the more you go to 
the left,

In foreign affairs, Herut adopts 
a policy of Israel expansionism 
in the Middle East. The Commu- 
nists follow the current Russian 
line wholly, while Mapam tends 
to find some justification for it. 

THE SECOND reason why 
there are so many political par- 
ties in Israel is that the propor- 
tional list system of election 
adopteq by the knesset favors 
the perpetuation of small parties. 

This electional system came 
into Israel via the Zionist con- 
gresses which, in turn, took it 
from current Central European 
practice 60 years ago. It makes 
for mathematical accuracy of 
representation of every shade of 
political opinion, but at the ex- 
pense of a firm government based 
on an absolute majority of seats 
in the legislature, even though 
often reached by exaggeration 
of the real majority. 

UNDER THE constituency 
electoral system, the weaker of 
two major parties.may theoreti- 
cally poll 49 per cent of the votes 
in each of, say, 500 constituen- 
cies, but get not a single member 
elected, while the stronger of the 
two major parties gets all 500 
seats. Under the proportional list 
system of elections as in Israel, 
there are no separate constituen- 
cies. Each party can put forward 
a list not exceeding 120. candi- 


dates for the 120 seats in the a 


knesset. 


If the total number of votes] : 
cast for all parties in the elec-|: 
tion is, say, 600,000, the quota]; 
required to elect a member is]; 


one-120th of that figure or 
5,000 votes. A party.that gets 
50,000 votes thus finds that the 
first 10 candidates on its list are 
members of the knesset. 

A SMALL party like the Pro- 
gressives, or Communists, for 
example, which has no over- 
whelming following in any parti- 
cular town or village in Israel, 
can nevertheless pick up a few 
hundreq votes here and a few 
hundred there until it has col- 
lected enough votes throughout 
the whole country to entitle it 
to a half a dozen seats or so— 
filled by the top men on the list

This system not only perpetu- 
ates the existence of the smaller 
parties, but it also puts great 
power into the hands of the party 
caucuses. It is they who decide 
who should be candidates and in 
what order their names appear 
on the list. With about 40 seats 
in the knesset, the top 35 per- 
sons on the Mapai list, for ex- 
ample, are sure of election; the 
bottom 40 out of the 120 are 
sure of non-election. 

THE VOTER does not evén 
have the right to strike out the 
name of any candidate on the 
list he votes for. No member of 
knesset thus has any direct con- 
tact with or responsibility for 
any particular group of voters 
of his party in any town or vil- 
lage.

ganization and chairman of the 
Jewish Agency for Israel. But 
the general opinion is that it 
will be difficult to find a suc- 
cessor to him at the next World 
Zionist Congress, to be held in 
Jerusalem next July. It is a 
fact that is being deplored—be- 
cause it indicates a lack of major 
leadership in Jewish ranks. Dr. 
Goldmann nevertheless remains 
the great leader who was de-

Slomovitz also pointed out that 
a triumvirate of wealthy Jews 
had been awarded top posts in 
the WJCongress:

Note: the same method may be 
used for dilled tomatoes. 


EASY METHOD DILLS 
For each quart jar: 

enough 3- to 3%-inch cu- 
cumbers to fill the jar 
standing upright 

tblsp. coarse salt 

tsp. brown sugar 

tblsp. vinegar 

cloves garlic, peeled 

bay leaves 

dry dill 

Scrub cucumbers and pack into 
clean jars. Add spices and pour 
slightly cooled boiled water into 
each jar to fill, Cover cucum- 
bers completely. Add dry dill 
Jast.

cucumbers 
3 pints water 
2%, cup salt 
2 cups cider vinegar 
4 cups water 
% cup brown sugar 
To be added to each jar: 
1 clove garlic, peeled 
2 tblsps. grated horseradish 
1 tsp. mustard seed 
2 small hot red peppers 
Wash and pare cucumbers. Slice 
lengthwise in halves. Scoop or 
scrape out seed section. Cut into 
strips one-inch thick by two 
inches long. Make a brine of the 
water and coarse salt. Cover cu- 
cumber slices with brine. 
stand overnight. Drain. Bring 
vinegar, water ang brown sugar 
to the boiling point and add cu- 
cumber slices. Simmer over low 
heat five to eight minutes till 
tender. Drain syrup into sauce- 
pan. Place cucumber slices in 
sterilized pint jars. Add garlic, 
horseradish, mustard seed and 
rel peppers to each jar in above 
proportions. Bring vinegar syrup 
to a boil again and add to jars, 
filling to cover cucumber slices. 
Cover and seal while hot. 
Yields about eight pints. 


CORN RELISH 
2 cups finely chopped cab- 
bage 
2 tsps. salt 
9 large ears corn 
3 medium sized green pep- 
pers, choppel 
3 medium sized red peppers, 
chopped 
2 tbisps. mustard seeds 
2 tbisps. tumeric 
1 cup sugar 
2 tblsps dry mustard 
3 tblsps. all-purpose flour 
3 pints white vinegar 
Mix cabbage and salt and let 
stand overnight. Place in a sieve 
and drain off all liquid. Cook 
until tender, cool and cut off cobs 
Mix all vegetables in a bowl. Add 
mustard seed and tumeric. In a 
large pot, place sugar, dry mus- 
tard and flour. Blend. Add % 
cup of the vinegar, very gradu- 
ally, stirring until smooth. Add 
remaining vinegar and cook over 
low heat, stirting constantly un- 
til the sauce boils. Lower heat 
and cook five minutes more. Add 
vegetables. Turn up heat and cook 
until the mixture comes to a2 
boil. Stir constantly until a full 
rolling boil is reached. Pour at 
once into hot sterilized jars. Seal. 
Yields about five pints.

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~ALPERTS’ ENGLISH SLOWLY BECOMES ISRAELI-TYPE HODGE-PODGE

HAIFA — At the age of about ! 
12 the Israel schoolchild begins 
studying his first foreign lan- 
guage — English. : 
Though many changes in cur- 
riculum have been introduced in 
the past 10 
years, the basic 
program is the 
one set up in 
the days of the 
British manda- 
tory govern- 
‘ment, and the 
British in fl u- 
ence is obvious 
es ey throughout. In- 
Alpert deed, there is a 
common and popular prejudice 
in favor of a British accent. More 
than one American teacher has 
complained that he found it dif- 
ficult to get a job, especially .in 
teaching adult classes, because 
he did not have the proper pro- 
nunciation. Advertisements in 
the press do not hesitate to pro- 





claim that schools offer instruc- 


‘ion in “Queen’s English.” 

BY THE TIME a child is grad- 
vated from high school, he has 
been put through a rugged pro- 
gram covering a broad field of 
English and American literture 
and almost every rule of gram- 
mer in the book. 

Those of us who speak English 
as a native tongue forget that 
there is an involveqg and com- 
plicated grammer. What comes 
to our lips naturally, must be 
learned the hard way by others. 
The result, of course, is that 
those who study English as a 
foreign language tend to speak 
a grammar-perfect tongue, al- 
beit sometimes stiffly. Errors and 
slipshod construction are. not 
permitted. 

This is one reason why pen 
pal exchanges with American 
schoolchildren are not encouraged 
by educators here. Letters writ- 
ten by the American youngsters 
are full of mistakes in spelling, 
syntax and construction. They 
write naturally, as they speak, 





but teachers here are driven to 
distraction by fear that their 
pupils will follow such letters 
as models. More than one prom- 
ising pen pal correspondence has 
been nipped off for this reason. 

DESPITE the preference for 
British pronounciation, there 
are numerous accented interpre- 
tations, depending on the coun- 
try or origin of the teacher. 

Many of Israel’s best English 
teachers—best in the sense that 
they are rigidly perfect in gram- 
mar—are of German birth and 
education. Their pupils tend to 
speak with a British-German ac- 
cent. 

English teachers who received 
their own training in Bombay, 
Bagdad, Alexandria, or Buda- 
pest, add their intonations to the 
national symphony. I do believe 
that my wife’s pupils are be- 
ginning to develop a very definite 
mid-West pronunciation. 

OUR OWN children, for whom 
English is a native language, 
would presumably have no dif- 





ficulty with this “foreign” 
tongue. Yet they had problems 
of their own at the outset. 

Joel listened patiently as he 
heard his classmates trying to 
reproduce the exact sounds which 
they heard. from the teacher: 
“Ze boy valks tsu ze dorrrr.” 
The final “r” trilleq and vibrated 
in the air. 

When his turn came he could 


have said “The boy walks to 
the door’—just like that! But 
such strange _ pronunciation 


would have made him conspicu- 
ous, and perhaps even a subject 
of ridicule. Besides, since the 
teacher had given the cue, he 
had to follow suit. And so Joel 
chimed in with the rest of his 
classmates, in time developing 
his own vibrating “r.” The re- 
sult is that he has now manu- 
factured a ready-made _ accent 
which has become second nature. 

MIRYAM, three years older, 
and already “master” of English. 
had a different problem. 

Her classmates were called 





upon to read aloud successive 
paragraphs in the book. Each 
one crept through the assign- 
ment, word by word, painfully, 
laboriously, slowly. When Yam- 
my’s turn arrived, she took a 
deep breath, and sailed thyough 
the whole thing in a twinkling. 

No good! 

The teacher wanted it read 
slowly, so the class could 
follow each syllable. 

Yammy simply could not slow 
down enough—until she hit on 
the system of turning her book 
upside down. Reading from that 
perspective, she too had to pick 
her way slowly along the lines— 
and the pace was just right! 

Now our children think nothing 
of mixing both languages to- 
gether. Their speech is a peculiar 
hodge-podge of Hebrew words 
with English prefixes, or English 
words with Hebrew grammatical 
forms tacked on. And, to tell the 
truth, their parents join in the 
literary hash as well... when 
nobody else is listening.

WHO CHANGED-WE OR EBAN 


When during his series of farewell addresses to U. S. 
Jewry, Abba Eban was so lavish in his praise of the U. S. 
Jewish community, we were willing to discount his kind 
words as a host usually does of the expressions from a 
departing guest. 


THE AMERICAN Jewish Committee was so impressed 
with what Eban had to say about the glorious future of 
U. S. Jewry, and his answer to those who saw the com- 
munity lacking in any way because no more than a tiny 
trickle found their way to Israel to live, that it printed 
his address in pamphlet form for distribution far’and wide. 

But no sooner had Mr. Eban left these shores, than 
he told a Jewish Chronicle of London reporter that Amer- 
ican Zionists should “identify themselves with Israeli state- 
hood in a personal way through aliya.” (P-O, June 12). 


EARLIER THIS month Mr. Eban told a Jerusalem 
audience of his fears that Jewry outside of Israel might 
not continue to exist at all. The Jerusalem Post quoted 
the former ambassador to the U. S. as saying that al- 
though “there was no fear that diaspora Jewry would 
neglect Israel, there was reason to fear whether the Jew- 
ish people in the diaspora would continue to exist at all 
under existing condition of freedom.” 

But to the American Jewish Committee audience Eban 
said almost the precise opposite: 

“I have not hesitated to tell my fellow citizens that 
Israel has no cause whatever to look at American Jewry 
with reproach because you presume to exist outside the 
framework of our statehood. Still less do I think we should 
surround you with predictions of your inevitable extinc- 
tion.” 

This is not the same Mr. Eban who was telling us 
enly a few months ago so glowingly that the Golden Age 
of American Jewry was already at hand. 


OBVIOUSLY WE haven’t changed that much in two 
months. 
Why has Mr. Eban shifted his views so radically? 


NASSER STILL WINNER 


Dr. Samuel Margoshes, writing in his column in The 
Day-Jewish Journal about Nasser, has this to say: 


“WHEN PRESIDENT Gamel Abdel Nasser tells his 
street mob, gathered in Cairo to celebrate the seventh an- 
niversary of the overthrow of King Farouk, that, in 1956, 
he defeated France, England and Israel in their attack 
on the Suez Canal, he just makes himself ridiculous.” 

Although we understand what Dr. Margoshes is say- 
ing—that the Egyptian armed forces were no match even 
for the Israeli army, much less that of France and England, 
still a survey of what was achieved by Nasser might indi- 
cate that he was not claiming too much in his speech 
after all. 


® Nasser today holds uncontested sway over the Suez 
Canal. 


® Ships carrying Israeli cargo are prohibited from 
using the waterway. 


@ Great Britain and France have paid reparations for 
the damage to the Canal and Egyptian property. 


@ Most of the property of the Egyptian Jews has been 
seized by Nasser, and the bulk of the Egyptian Jewish com- 
munity thrown out of the country penniless. 

The story of course is not ended. It is hoped that 
Golda Meir, when she arrives shortly to head the Israel 
delegation at the United Nations, will be able to persuade 
the world that the assurances of passage through the Canal 
which Israel accepted from the Eisenhower administration 
will be faithfully kept. 


AT THAT TIME, Dr. Margoshes can claim that Nasser 
was indulging in empty boasts which are the hallmark of 
all dictators. But until then, Nasser has a right to say 
that the way his seizure of the Canal finally turned out, 
he was the victor. 


PUBLIC REQUIRES ANSWER 


Some time ago this paper learned that a great ma- 
jority of the trees planted in Israel had died. When we 
asked our reporters there to get the story, we were told 
that it would break soon, and to be patient. 

LAST WEEK, Joseph Weitz, head of the development 
department of the Jewish National Fund, charged (P-O, 
Aug. 21) that only one out of four trees of the millions 
planted by the agricultural department of Israel survived. 

Mr. Weitz is under fire for seeking to put his son 
into the top position of the newly-merged JNF and gov- 
ernment departments of trees. 

AS IS TO BE expected, the government will probe 
the charge of mismanagement, but it would séem to us 
that Mr. Weitz, even if his accusation is upheld, has some- 
thing to answer for to the Jewish public. 

If he knew all this time that millions of trees planted 
by Israel were not surviving because of poor management, 
he had a responsibility to speak out long before this.

It has been quite a few years since I 
have seen you as well as quite a few years 
since we have exchanged correspondence, and 
this letter is motivated by the space that 
you have been giving lately in The National 
Jewish Post and Opinion to the Flanders 
Speech and to The American Council for Ju- 
daism’s continued harping on the subject of 
dual loyalty. 

THIS IS BEING written on a Monday 
morning—Monday being the day that The 
National Jewish Post and Opinion reaches my 
home—Monday being the day that I leave 
for my office much later than other days 
because I have reached the time in life when 
the day after the visit of my seven grand- 
children necessitates a longer sleep and a 
longer rest.

“Honey, do you object, as a supposed 
leader, to being accused of having dual loy- 
alty?” 

“What do you mean supposed leader?” 
my ego being deflated, 

“There is so much space being given lately 
to the dual loyalty question I was just won- 
dering if it bothered you,” ignoring my de- 
flated ego. 

“Every time I read about it I wonder 
why people waste their time and energy in 
answering such a silly gimmick or slogan, 
but I suppose because we have a history of 
being scapegoats, we quickly deny or disown 
slogans or accusations that intimate that we 
are less of anything than our Christian neigh- 
bor, or less than anything of our 110% Jew. 
Yes, I believe I resent it but not for the 
reason that many shrink from the charge. 
To me a good citizen would have to have 
multiple loyalties.” 

“What do you mean by multiple loyalties?” 

“Well, dear, I can best explain it by tell- 
ing you that on the cornerstone of The Amer- 
ican Legion they have the slogan, ‘For God, 
For Home, and For Country,’ This to me is 
a good slogan. First of all it is for something, 
and what’s good enough for The American 
Legion surely is good enough for me, and, 
as for me, [ have the same loyaities as The 
American Legion and IN THE ORDER 
NAMED, but, dear, don’t limit me to these 
three for I have many, many more, and each 
one of them is not only important to me but 
important to any person that is worth his 
salt.”

THE THEME underlying the letter is that 
we ought to ignore the Council for Judaism, 

Let’s look at this conclusion a little closer, 
because like everything else there are two 
sides to the question. 

TO IGNORE THE Council, as has ma | 
done for the past five years or so, by the 
Jewish community, is, in our Opinion, a mis. 
take. During that time, the Council has gone 
from extreme to extreme, and finally—in our 
opinion at least—has become no different from 
the worst anti-Semitic organization in the US, 

Because the Council has been ignored, the 
community has been lulled into a false state 
of well-being, not realizing that the Council 
has bombarded the publicity media of the US, 
with the worst kind of anti-Semitic charges 
(no longer innuendoes) which go unanswered 
for the most part. 

IN SUPPORT of this refusal to acknowl- 
edge the Council and its nefarious activities, 
the U.S. Jewish community has been saying 
to itself that the group is small and therefore 
inconsequential. 

But the publicity it is getting, because 
of its anti-Semitic charges, is by no means 
small, and although its membership may be 
much less than the 20,000 it boasts, which in 
itself is a pitiful figure compared to the 
almost universal pro-Israel sentiment of the 
5 million Jews of the U. S., the judgement 
should be based not on the size of the group 
but on the damage it is doing. 

AT ONE TIME, the Zionist groups or- 
ganized a committee which fought the Coun- 
cil tooth and nail. It was headed by Rabbi 
Arthur Lelyveld and answered the Council 
like the truth groups which followed Presi- 
dent Harry Truman around the U. S. and 
responded to his talks during the past several 
election campaigns. Rabbi Lelyveld’s commit: 
tee disbanded when it felt it had _ finished 
its job. 

The P-O intends to expose the Council 
every time it attacks the Jewish community. 
We believe that the national Jewish organ- 
izations ought not to let the Council’s attacks 
go unanswered. Every U. S. Jewish group 
ought to rise up in its wrath against the 
Council for writing that speech for Flanders 
and then broadcasting it far and wide to all 
media of public opinion. 

HOW ELSE WILL the Councillites know 
that they have sinned against the Jewish 
group, if an outraged Jewish community does 
not vent its feelings? The Councillites, except 
of course for their professionals, are not im: 









mune to Jewish public opinion. We feel that 
ignoring them has led them to believe that 
what their professionals are doing is OX. 
since no Jews are protesting. They should 
permitted to learn that they have transgressed 
the bounds of decency and are cutting them 
selves off from Jewish life.

gukerman in his so-calleq ap- 
peal “to avoid confusing the 
problem” —referring to the in- 
famous American Council for Ju- 
daism and the Flanders speech— 
seemed like a pitiful waste. 

REFLECTION convinces me 
that it is not a total waste be- 
cause of the evasions, equivoca- 
tions and double talk inherent 
in their cause. Zukerman proves 
by his wordage that he is con- 
fused and irrational in his proof 
and purpose or that he is ex- 
tremely cunning in smoke screen- 
ing the issues. 

My layman impressions and 
reaction to his two columns were 
—What did he say? Is this an 
editor?? Is there not a moral 
and ethical code in journalism??? 

I DECRY his meandering, and 
very pointless meandering at 
that, from “disclosure” to “sen- 
sational journalism” to “Sena- 
tor McCarthy” to “Jewish emo- 
tionalism over Israel” to “Dias- 
pora Jews as a Fifth Column” —- 
quoting that just and impartial 
defender of the faith, Toynbee, 
as source and confirmation for 


“his innuendo and non sequitur. 


I am not impressed with his 
editorial competence any more 
than with his logic. I am less im- 
pressed with his competence in 
the law of admissible evidence 
and challenge him for his temer- 
ity in daring to expound it with 
apparent authority—his lawyer 
can tell him that direct evidence 
Is the best eviednce, and testi- 
mony by an employee who saw 
end heard is such direct evidence 
of the highest probitive value 
second only to a movie showing 
the speech being written. 

NO, MISTER Zukerman, you 
are not trying to unconfuse the 
issues. If your cause is just and 
if you are anxious to establish 
the truth thereof you can fore- 
go all the verbiage. Please do not 
be an intelligence insulter—do 
not blandly say that you “do not 
believe to be a true fact” that 

Sussman wrote the

speech because this is hearsay 
testimony of the very worst kind. 
If you do not believe it then 
the inference is clear that you 
do not know one way or the 
other, and in this case you are 
as they say in the law (to which 
you pretend) “incompetent, ir- 
relevant and immaterial.” 

Since you have sufficient 
knowledge of the ACJ to enable 
you to form a belief you must 
have sufficient entree to procure 
categorical denials and confirma- 
tions as to who authored the 
speech; one by Sussman on be- 
half of the ACJ and another by 
Senator Flanders, both signed 
and certified. This would speedily 
settle number one. 

SINCE ISSUE number two re- 
fers to the contents and mean- 
ing of the text we shall require 
no lengthy discourse or disserta- 
tion to effect a determination. I 
am certain that the speech will 
speak quite eloquently for it- 
self. If you and The POST and 
OPINION editor can not agree 
on the meaning and import of 
those portions he alleges to be 
cffensive—refer them to the edi- 
tor of the New York Times for 
arbitration. 

You will gather, Mister Zuker- 
man, that I look with disfavor 
upon the American Council for 
Judaism. I think they are a mis- 
informed and misdirected group 
which must disintegrate by rea- 
son of its infidelities and trans- 
gressions against its kin; and if 
that were not enough, by rea- 
son of the aid and succor to the 
many enemies of their kin. Sure- 
ly some of them are sincere, but 
just as surely most of them must 
be obsessed with deep insecurities 
and inferiority complexes.
